Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1967* 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  remained  generally  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  There  was  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  during  the  year, 
affecting  mainly  children  at  one  County  Primary  School  in  the  district. 

A  total  of  162  persons  in  all  were  infected  and  again  this  outbreak 
resulted  in  a  considerable  amount  of  additional  work  having  to  be 
undertaken  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff.  I  would 
also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Health  Visitors  from  the 
Thornton  School  Clinic  for  their  assistance  during  this  outbreak. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Health  Department 
for  their  loyalty  and  assistance. 

To  you,  Madam  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  my 
appreciation  of  the  encouragement  and  support  afforded  to  me.

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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


3 y  the  Lancashire  (Central  and  Western  Areas)  Review  Order,  1934  a 
part  of  the  Township  of  Carleton,  containing  354  acres,  was  added  to  the 
Urban  District  on  the  1st  April,  1934-  The  district  is  bounded  on  the 
West  by  the  Irish  Sea;  on  the  East  by  the  River  Wyre;  on  the  North  by  the 
Borough  of  Fleetwood  and  on  the  South  by  the  County  Borough  of  Blackpool. 


GEOLOGY 


The  general  sub-soil  of  the  district  is  clay  which  is  over-laid  with 
a  thick  layer  of  alluvial  deposit  (blue  silt),  varying  in  thickness  from 
four  to  eight  feet,  ©n  top  of  this  is  a  thin  layer  (about  four  inches)  of 
peaty  matter..  This  was  found  in  considerable  thickness  in  Butts  Road 
(North  Ward)  and  also  in  Fleetwood  Road  (East  Ward).  On  top  of  this  again 
is  a  layer  of  sandy  soil  or  a  mixture  of  soil  and  clay,  varying  in 
thickness  from  two  and  a  half  feet  to  four  feet.  The  surface  covering  is 
about  six  inches  in  thickness.  From  above  downward  we  gets-  (l)  surface 
covering;  (2)  mixture  of  soil  and  clay  or  sandy  soil;  (3)  peat;  (4)  silt, 
(5)  boulder  clay. 


CLIMATE 

The  prevailing  wind  is  a  westerly  sea  breeze  and  together  with  the 
usually  mild  winters,  produces  a  temperate  and  very  bracing  climate. 


AREA  AND  DETAILS  OF  POPULATION 


As  previously  mentioned,  the  area  of  Thornton  Cleveleys  was  increased 
by  the  inclusion  of  a  part  of  the  Parish  of  Carleton,  on  the  1st  April, 
1934,  the  total  area  now  being  given  as  3,355  acres.

During  the  last  few  years,  the  Cleveleys  portion  of  the  district  has 
rapidly  developed  as  a  seaside  holiday  resort  and  with  the  additional 
amenities  now  provided,  together  with  the  activities  of  private  builders, 
the  district  as  a  whole  has  greatly  benefited. 

The  largest  employers  of  labour  within  the  district  are  the  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  who  have  large  chemical  and  plastic  Works  on 
the  Northern  boundary.  There  is  still  a  large  portion  of  the  district 
devoted  to  agriculture.  Many  people  are  employed  at  the  Offices  of  the 
Ministry  of  Social  Security  which  are  situated  in  our  area.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public 
Health  and  Cleansing  Department  for  the  year  1967* 

The  department  has  continued  to  take  an  interest  in  all  matters 
which  could  affect  the  public  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district* 
Constant  and  regular  attention  has  been  given  to  all  premises  on  which 
food  is  manufactured  or  prepared  for  sale  and  the  operation  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  must  continue  to  be  an  important  part  of  our  work. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  try  to  persuade  owners  to  take 
advantage  of  grants  which  are  available  to  provide  the  standard  amenities 
to  those  houses  not  possessing  them*  Some  progress  has  been  made  in  this 
respect  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  less  than  230  houses  without 
all  the  standard  amenities*  Many  of  these  230  houses  possess  one  or  more 
of  the  amenities.  These  figures  are  based  on  a  recent  survey* 

Over  2?000  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in  4y 
connection  with  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  which  occurred  durihg  the 
months  of  May  and  June*  Many  of  these  visits  had  to  be  made  outside 
normal  working  hours* 

The  Cleansing  Services  were  carried  out  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  The  provision  of  a  larger  capacity  vehicle  assisted  very  much 
and  another  was  ordered  for  delivery  early  1968.  The  rounds  were 
re-organised  and  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  was  introduced  for  refuse 
collectors  and  this  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May.  On  the  1st 
December  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  was  introduced  for  the  collection, 
baling  and  disposal  of  wastepaper* 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  Council,  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and 
continued  interest  in  all  public  health  matters  concerning  the  welfare 
of  the  district. 

I  also  tender  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  administrative  and 
technical  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Pylde  Water  Board,  the  water 
being  of  good  quality,  pleasantly  soft  and  of  a  peaty  nature.  Only 
one  outlying  house  depends  on  well  water. 


Eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  this  department  from  the 
mains  supply.  Five  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  three  for  chemical  analysis.  All  samples  were  satisfactory. 


Twenty-six  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  by  the  Fylde 
Water  Board  and  the  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  them.

The  only  house  in  the  district  dependent  upon  well  water  is 
remote  from  a  mains  supply  and  it  would  be  an  advantage  if  this  house 
could  be  connected  to  the  mains  supply.  This  question  is  still 
being  pursued.

Owing  to  the  flat  nature  of  the  district,  a  system  of  electrical 
pumps  and  ejectors  worked  by  compressed  air,  is  in  operation •  The 
sewage  is  discharged  near  dead  low  water  mark  into  the  sea®  No 
extensive  additions  were  made  to  the  sewers  during  the  year  but 
additions  were  made  to  drain  new  housing  estates. 

Sanction  has  been  received  in  respect  of  substantial  in&rovement 
to  the  surface  water  drainage  in  the  district  and  also  in  regard  to 
improvements  and  alterations  to  pumping  stations  and  the  foul  sewerage

CONVERSIONS  DURING  YEAR® 


There  were  three  conversions  during  the  year  and  were  in 
respect  of  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  fresh  water  closets®  The 
sewers  need  to  be  extended  before  it  is  possible  for  further  conversions 
to  take  place®  There  are  now  eight  houses  without  modern  sanitary 
accommodation  and  these  are  mostly  farms  or  outlying  cottages  and  to 
which  no  sewers  are  yet  available®  TJie  sewer  was  extended  during  the 
year  in  one  part  of  the  Thornton  area  thus  allowing  the  conversion 
of  the  three  pail  closets  mentioned  above® 


DRAINAGE® 

The  department  employs  a  man  part-time  on  drainage  work, 
the  cost  of  clearing  and  cleansing  the  blocked  drains  being  borne 
by  the  owner  or  occupier®  This  service  to  the  public  is  much 
appreciated  and  also  helps  in  the  efficient  working  of  the  department® 
Preparation  and  service  of  notices  is  thus  avoided  unless  the  blockage 
is  due  to  structural  defect  of  the  drains. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Cleansing  section  of  the  department  has 
proceeded  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Collection  of  refuse  was  carried 
out  by  two  SoD. diesel  fore  and  aft  tippers  and  one  35  cu.yd.  Pakamatic 
vehicle.  Wastepaper  was  collected  weekly  by  a  MW”  type  S0D£ diesel 
fore  and  aft  tipper.

SoDol.  was  used  as  a  spare  vehicle  and  for  breakdowns®  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  an  order  was  placed  for  an  additional  35  cu.  ydo 
Pakamatic  vehicle  to  replace  SoDoVehicles  1  and  2  and  it  is  hoped  to 
carry  out  the  cleansing  work  by  the  employment  of  these  two  35  cu®  yd® 
Pakamatic  vehicles  and  one  T.W.  type  diesel  fore  and  aft  tipper,  and 
the  collection  of  wastepaper  by  a  TW  type  diesel  fore  and  aft  tipper® 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  system  of  using  bulk  containers 
at  many  shop  and  hotel  premises  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was 
decided  to  have  S0D04.  converted  by  the  manufacturers  to  a  bulk  loading 
vehicle®  This  will  assist  the  work  of  the  department  as  it  is  also  the 
Council's  intention  to  place  bulk  containers  in  various  parts  of  the 
district  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  and 
this  vehicle  will  be  used  for  the  emptying  of  these  containers®

DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE « 


Until  October, 1965,  all  the  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  methods,  on  land  owned  by  the  Council  at  the  River 
Wyre  foreshore*  This  site  has  now  been  completed  and  the  whole  of  the 
land  reclaimed.  It  could  be  made  suitable  for  recreational  purposes  as 
the  Council  wish  to  decide.  In  addition  to  providing  tipping  facilities 
for  refuse,  this  land  can  be  a  valuable  asset  in  the  future » 

From  October, IQ65 ?  the  refuse  was  disposed  of  on  land  at  Bourne 
Hall,  which  was  purchased  for  this  purpose.  This  tip  was  completed  in 
May, 1967  and  from  June, 1967,  tipping  facilities  were  shared  with  a 
neighbouring  authority  along  with  the  costs  involved.  This  is  a  very 
helpful  arrangement  and  will  provide  us  with  tipping  space  for  many 
years  to  come0

The  above  figures  show  the  minimum  labour  requirements  of  the 
department  at  present,  but  it  is  necessary  from  time  to  time  to 
increase  this  labour  force  due  to  the  growth  of  the  number  of  houses 
in  the  district  and  the  fact  that  during  the  holiday  period,  additional 
collections  have  to  be  given.  We  have  now  reached  the  stage  when  the 
labour  force  and  number  of  vehicles  will  have  to  be  increased  so  as  to 
meet  the  increasing  demands  made  on  the  service.  The  cost  of  the 
collection  of  refuse  is  kept  under  constant  review  or  it  could 
become  a  very  expensive  item. 

As  a  result  of  work  study  on  refuse  collection,  an  incentive 
bonus  scheme  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May, 19&7®  This  is  based 
on  the  number  of  premises  in  the  district  and  is  adjusted  each  month 
as  the  number  of  premises  increases. 

Again,  as  a  result  of  work  study,  a  salvage  bonus  scheme  was 
introduced  in  respect  of  the  paper  salvage  collector  and  baler. 

This  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  December, 19&7,  and  is  based  on 
the  amount  of  paper  collected  by  the  Paper  Company  during  the  month. 

I  think  that  these  bonus  schemes  will  eventually  prove 
beneficial  both  to  the  workmen  and  the  department.

POULTRY  HYGIENE  AND  INSPECTIONS, 

Following  the  receipt  of  Circular  A/P  56/1,  dated  30th  August, 
1966,  a  survey  was  carried  out  to  all  premises  in  the  district  in  which 
it  was  thought  poultry  processing  could  be  carried  out.  It  was  found 
that  in  two  premises  poultry  is  dressed  in  quantities  andsalso  in  other 
premises  poultry  is  dressed  at  Christmas- time  only.
